Discussed claims 6, 22, and 25. To overcome the prior art 
rejection over JP'295, the examiner suggested that the 
transitional language in claims 22 and 25 may be amended to 
" consisting of adding only a structured silicate salt . . . " 
(emphasis added) . The closed language would exclude other steps 
and materials from the methods in claims 22 and 25. The 
examiner further suggested that if claim 6 was amended to read, 
"R 1 to R 18 denote hydrogen . . . naphthyl, or Ci-Ci 2 -alkylene- 
heterocyclyl" (emphasis added) , the 112 second paragraph 
rejection set forth in the last office action would be removed. 

No agreement was reached because applicants' representative 
needed to discuss the suggested amendments with applicants.
